RAISING  CACTUS  FROM  SEED 

First  sterilize  your  soil,  especially  if  old  garden 
soil  by  baking  in  an  oven  for  an  hour,  having 
soil  damp,  not  wet  when  put  in.  This  is  a  safety 
measure  for  Nematodes,  weed  seeds  and  other 
possible  danger  to  seed  or  plants.  Any  shallow 
pan  or  seed  pans  are  good  if  not  too  large  to 
handle.  If  possible  German  peat  moss  is  fine  foY 
an  inch  or  so  on  the  bottom,  soak  in  water  first; 
it  holds  the  moisture  and  permits  drainage.  Cover 
this  with  an  inch  of  soil,  then  press  down  level. 
Place  your  seed  at  regular  intervals  apart. 

If  several  kinds  of  seed  are  to  be  planted  in 
one  pan,  lay  off  little  fields  with  glass  partitions, 
glass  one  inch  wide  in  strips.  This  helps  keep 
the  seed  apart  and  lets  in  the  light.  Put  a  number 
or  name  on  a  label  to  mark  each  kind  of  seed, 
then  put  a  thin  sifting  of  soil  over  the  seed,  set 
the  dish  in  a  pan  of  water  to  come  half  way  up 
the  side  of  the  dish,  until  the  soil  shows  damp 
on  top  of  soil,  then  remove  and  put  in  a  warm 
place  with  a  glass  over  the  top.  If  too  sunny, 
whitewash  the  glass. 

The  soil  should  at  no  time  get  dry  until  the 
plants  are  quite  large.  If  it  gets  too  damp,  lift 
the  glass  for  part  of  the  day.  After  most  or  all 
the  seed  are  up,  keep  the  glass  partly  lifted  all 
the  time  to  let  in  the  air,  as  there  is  danger  of 
dampening  off  if  you  don’t.  After  a  couple  or 
three  months  you  can  take  the  glass  off  entirely, 
being  careful  that  they  have  some  protection

until  hardened,  like  in  a  lathhouse  or  screen,  or 
they  will  soon  burn. 

Raising  cactus  from  seed  requires  constant 
care  and  watchfulness  as  there  are  so  many  things 
that  can  happen.  A  hungry  cutworm  laid  fifty 
seedlings  low  for  me  in  one  night.  Another  time  a 
snail  found  them,  then  a  sharp  eyed  bird  sampled 
them,  not  to  say  anything  about  a  mouse,  mealy 
bug  and  scale,  the  last  two  being  deadly  enemies 
later  in  their  life.  A  Volk  and  fishoil  spray  are 
a  check  to  mealy  bug  and  scale. 

The  Cereus  grow  fastest  under  favorable  con' 
ditions.  The  Echinocactus,  Echinocereus  and 
Mamallarias  are  quite  slow  and  takes  years  to 
get  up  to  a  desirable  size,  for  that  reason  it 
really  is  advisable  to  get  the  grown  plants  if 


you  want  a  collection  right  away  and  your  purse 
permits. 

This  sterlizing  the  soil  goes  for  the  soil  of  all 
potted  plants  for  safety,  having  part  soil  and 
part  sand,  old  pots  should  be  scalded,  too. 

If  I  had  known  this  when  I  first  started  I 
would  have  saved  myself  a  lot  of  losses  and 
disappointments. 

In  potting  a  cactus  do  not  water  too  heavily 
at  first.  The  roots  have  to  start  and  adjust  them¬ 
selves  before  they  can  absorb  the  moisture. 

In  summer  cactus  require  more  water,  a  good 
drink  then  lay  off,  as  they  store  the  water  up  and 
have  to  use  it  before  taking  on  more  to  keep 
healthy.

HINTS  ON  PEST  CONTROL 

Watch  your  cactus  plants  carefully  for  scale 
and  mealy  bug.  These  pests  will  gain  great 
headway  in  a  short  time  if  not  checked  and 
will  destroy  your  plants.  They  like  some 
plants  better  than  others,  often  attacking  the 
roots  and  you  never  know  about  it  until  too 
late. 

The  scale  is  a  round  white  spot  as  large 
as  a  pin  head  and  will  flake  off  when 
scratched.  They  multiply  very  fast  and  sap 
the  plant  of  life. 

The  mealy  bug  breeds  in  a  bunch  of  cot' 
tony  substance.  The  adult  crawls  around 
looking  for  new  cactus  to  conquer  and  are 
very  persistent  and  difficult  to  get  rid  of. 

I  use  Volck  and  fish  oil  soap  emmulsion  to 
destroy  them.  If  your  collection  is  not  too 
large  an  artist  paint  brush  is  fine  to  apply 
the  dope  down  between  the  ribs  under  the 
spines  trying  to  keep  the  spines  dry  as  the 
oil  spoils  the  color  somewhat,  but  in  a  very 
badly  infested  plant  it  may  be  necessary  to  dip 
it  entirely. 

Always  examine  a  new  plant  on  acquiring 
and  see  that  it  is  free  from  these  pests,  for  a 
bad  one  will  soon  infect  your  whole  collec' 

tion. 

To  protect  a  particular  rare  plant  I  use 
Semesan  powder  around  the  plant.  It  has  an 
objectionable  odor  to  the  pests  and  at  the 
same  time  disinfects  the  soil  somewhat  against 
rot  and  fungus.
